I found the catalogue but unfortunatly not priced. I 
had it together wiht several other old catalogues which 
offered these old Proclamation Pieces of Florida. Some 
day if I get ambitious I hope to write up what I have 
been able to find on these pieces and trace their auction 
records. By the way, how would you like to be able to 
buy some of the lots shown on that page at the prices 
they then brought? 

From various reports I understand you have 
moved all of your duplicate material and are working on 
a listing of the bills. Will look forward to seeing your 
list when published. It seems funny but since you pur- 
chased my material it seems more collectors are seeking 
some of the "little brown bills" as old John Kichardson 
used to call them, than at any time in the past several 
years. Frankly, none who have wirtten me are what I 
would call serious collectors, wanting a few of this or 
that colony but I do believe an up to date check list 
might stimulate interest. Half John Ford done anything with 
the Boyd material that you know of? 

I am ^jiiow a quite serious shell collector. Not 
that my interest is anything new for we have collectod 
fpr the past several years, locally and world wide but 
since we are now able to obtain deep water dredgings, un- 
sorted and just as it comes from the deeper waters, we 
have had a whole new world of species opened up for us 
to explore. With the aid of a 8-ilO power microscope and 
some hand glasses we have already sorted some 600 different 
species from this material and I will guarantee it is a 
whole lot more reasonable than collecting Numismatic mateial 
Besides finding them the trying to identify them is the 
part which appeals to me. Many of them have never been 
named or even found before. 

Again my thanks for the Xerox copy and don't 
forget your promise to eventually write up the subject in 
which we both are quite interested. If you will be at

You, I am sure are familiar with the project of 
the SPMC to revise the Wismer lists, originally under the 
supervision of Fred Marckhoff but now headed by Richard 
Hoober. I am taking on Florida and since Fred’s lists for 
Nebraska and Utah, which were all ready for the printers, 
are still being tied up by his brother, they are asking 
me to rush Florida. 

I have just finished my final typing and already 
some 60 or more notes have been photographed for illus- 
tration but before sending m^^p final draft, I thought it 
might be smart to check with a couple of you collectors who 
so kindly listed their holdings for me some years back. So, 
have you added anything in Fla. currency in recent years 
and if so, would you mind listing it for me? Bank or 
issuer, denomination, date will do for a start. If it 
appears to be something new for my records, I may later ask 
for more detail or a phtotstat. Scrip and railroad issues 
are to be included in the revised lists. To date I have 
listed close to kOO different items and that deos not count 
serial or plate letters which I am also including. It has 
been quite a task and fortunatly, most everyone has co- 
operated with me. 

Meanwhile, how are you getting along with your 
work on the Colonials? From time to time I see notes offered 
which I am sure must have come from my former collection for 
on the basis of Mr. Budde's studies, those notes just have 
not appeared on the market in thirty or more years. His 
latest letter stated that he now had over 55*000 different 
listings compiled from auction or sale records over the past 
90 or more years.

I should be exhausted from the endless detail in 
getting the data together and from checking proofs, etc. but, 
actually, I enjoyed it tremendously. I did rearrange the Georgia 
issues and have described all known varieties by language. 

I an about reedy to begin page makeup and galley proofs. If 
you would like to go over the book in this stage you certainly may 
do so as far 83 I era concerned but, frankly, I would just like to 
surprise you with a completed book. I would not want to put you 
thought the workout of trying to find errors which I obviously 
have made. 

I vas a little upset for a time that Mr. Budde would not 
cooperate at all but I think I have everything under control 
without his data. 

I did not price the items end left that to Dick Picker and 
Ben Douglas. I told the publisher that I preferred to avoid 
having anything to do v.ith prices but the publisher insisted that 
prices be included as to generally available items. No doubt After 
the book is out Budde can have his fling at me. 

It is hard to believe that 55 , 000 Colonial notes were sold 
at enction and identified sufficiently to be helpful. 

Above all, I hope you will find the book to be worthwhile 
es without your original record book I am sure I could not have 
completed the work. 

I am going to the convention in a couple of days and presume 
that you are not going as you did not mention it in your letter.

1 have included my note in my lists under Pensacola, explain- 
ing that in the 1770s, Pensacola was under English rule and Panton, 
Leslie & Co* were the fiscal agents of the British Government, as they 
had been of the Spanish Government before, and this was probably a form 
of currency used by that agency* It is Just a wild guess but the only 
explanation I could come up with* 

My note is on rather heavy watermarked paper with faint lines, 
which may be what you mean by laid paper* White or rather sort of cream, 
due probably to age and it's a beautiful Job of engraving* 

May I keep the copy you sent me? You are welcome to the 
enclosed and if you wish to see the original, I will be happy to send it 
to you* Have you any idea what Picker asks for his note? Hope the above 
may give you some leads but I don't know where* regards*

Your very kind comments concerning EARLY PAPER MONEY 
OF AMERICA are particularly appreciated because they are from 
you. 


Th re is no doubt that your notebook was the foundation. 
I rechecked everything in your notebook, adding, revising end 
clarifying. It certeinly was valuable to me to have had the 
photostats which you accumulated. 

You, of all people, can appreciate how much work I 
did after realizing how much work you did. It was a labor of 
love for each of us. 

You asked whether I used your old photostats. In some 
cases I did; in other cases I had Xeroxes made of the bills 
themselves and in still other cases photographs of the bills 
themselves. The illustrations go a long way to make the book 
attractive and I assembled enormous quantities of them before 
picking one for every issue, the exception being when there 
were more than one size or style of bill in one issue. 

I will be publishing a supplement, or a second edition 
if it is required, and will include anything omitted from the 
first edition. I, therefor e, will have to check the Western 
Reserve collection for the scrip items you mention. Since I 
cut off with the date 1789, I am wondering if you could tell 
me of any scrip items you know of which are not included. I 
did not feel justified in adding the small change notes of 
the 1790-1800 period. My mind is open, however. 

As to how many copies Whitman printed, this is a matter 
which was entirely within their control end I believe is not 
disclosed.

Am glad you got the Marckhoff material. 
Will you allow the SPMC to use his Utah manuscript, 
which was all ready for the printer? In acquiring 
this collection, you obtained a number of notes, 
formerly in my collection and by the way, when you 
get around to sorting out the material, there is 
one note of FI orida , Perdido Bay Lumber Co. of Pensa- 
cola, Fla. which Fred had promised me eventually. We 
just had not been able to get together on a price. 

If you are not especially interested, I am. Off hand 
I do not recall if it was the 250-500 or 81.00 note 
as my records are in the vault. 


As I mentioned in my letter, all of my 
early scrip was sold with my collection and off hand 
I do not recall details. I am sure however, you will 
find many of those early notes in the Western Reserve 
Historical Society collection. You will also find a 
wealth of altered, raised and counterfeit notes which 
will require considerable study. It is too bad that 
some of the so called researchers do not have access 
to this collection before submittimg their manuscript 
As for your collection, I hope I have not left out 
anything of Florida in my efforts. You did allow me 
to check yonr material some years back but as you are 
constantly adding to it, you just may have picked up 
some scrip unknown to me. 


Do you bother with tokens? That is my next 
project, Florida only, but I already have over 500 
listed and am getting it ready for TAMS.

Since you were the first one to work on sheet structure, 
I thought you would be interested in a new discovery in the 
Yale University Library and am enclosing herewith a copy as 
orinted in The Papers of Benjamin Franklin. It shows, for 
the first time, that the denominations were moved around in 
the form. It also shows that a surplus was printed. It also 
shows that they were master jugglers in working out the 
formulas to nroduce the desired 8 iiounta. 

Please note that in the fourth group, that the 5s notes 
must have been with a face end back on the same side of the 
sheet or else they never would produce twice as many of those 
as the other denominations on that sheet. The other denomin- 
ations had no backs. In this way an A and B plate would not 
be necessary as the sheet would be flipped so that only part 
of the printing form was used on the other side. 

You had long since cone to these conclusions and. I 
agreed with you but its nice, after all these years, to see 
our friend, Franklin, outline, specifically, whet he did in 
handling this Delaware issue. 

I conclude, from his letter, that the inclusion in 
the Delaware listing of a 20s note was an innocent error. 

When I revise the book I will be able to give sheet 
structure on many others now that I have assurance from the 
enclosed document. 

I certainly look forr.erd to seeing you whenever our 
paths can cross end send you my very best.

Dear Eric: 

Thank you very much for the Xerox copy from the 
Franklin papers in the Yale Library. It adds an 
interesting slant to the Delaware issues of 1746 
and 1753. I do not recall if I listed f our 

smaller denominations of 1746, in my records which 
I turned over to you but they were not listed in my 
first compilation. Rodney, in his Colonial Finances 
of Delaware, may have mentioned them. I had no re- 
cord of any of them existing. 

I did list plate letters A and B for the 5-10-15-20 
shilling notes and as I recall, the 10 and 15 shill, 
notes were known with the letter A. The 20 shill, 
note is known with both letters A and B. No 5 shill, 
note was knownto me. If however, plates were made 
for the 5sh . A and B. as I suggested in the 1846 
issue, use of both of those plates in the issue of 
1753 could account for the 400 amount, indicated by 
Franklin. That sort of discounts your theory of 
flipped plates. I imagine the only wa^ that either 
theory can ever be proven in to have some of the 
bills located and at this late date, I doubt that 
will ever happen. The discovery of the Franklin 
article does however provide data as to the exact 
amount of each denomination printed. 

From time to time I drag out my records and data 
pertaining to the so called "First Issue of Georgia, 
1776" and try to reconstruct the plates as I did with 
the later issues but I know there are some notes which 
must have been printed but never were available to 
me. When I was actively collection, I either bought 
or asked to see, every note of that issue which was 
offered for sale. Now, I do not intend to become so 
involved so I just try to re-group my data at hand 
and solve the riddle. Maybe some day you will turn 
up an uncut sheet and save me the trouble. 


I continue to add to my Florida currency collection 
and have added close to twenty new varieties or 
denominations to the published lists. George Wait 
wants me to list them for publication by the Society 
and I plan to do that shortly. They will probably 
run them as an article in the Journal. 

With the cooperation of half a dozen collectors, I 
am compiling a list of tokens used in this state. The 
lists now run to something over 800 and I am sure 
we have only scratched the surface. When possible 
I try to obtain information as to when and why the 
tokens were issued and have heard some rather odd 
stories and reasons. The Token and Medal Society 
have offered to publish the lists, either in the 
Journal or in book form. I believe that token col- 
lecting will really come into it’s own one of these 
days, just as paper money is doing. The field is 
unlimited and there is so much opportunity for 
research . 

Nice hearing from you Eric and keep up your good 
work. If you ever come across anything new from this 
state, either currency or tokens, please advise me 
so I can incorporate it in my records.

While you did not formally list the snail denomin- 
ations of the 17U6 Delaware issue in your note book there 
ic a pencil notation which indicates you saw an iBd* From 
th 7 s I could assume the low denonins t ions existed end included 
them. The 5 «, 10 a and l$s actually have no piste letters 
so I corrected that phase of your notes. The 20 s has A and B. 
This meant to me that there wer- many more 20s than the other 
large denominations. 

t could not find my reeord of denomina tiona for 
the 1753 lsste and assumed it replaced all denominat ions of 
the 17b6 issue. I assumed incorrectly. The 15s end 20s were 
not replaced as per Franklin *s letter. This is whet happened 
in the 1739 replacement issue also. 

A s I see it here is whet happened, 

Ysnklin used I 4 O quire of sheets to make iiOQO notes 
of the h lowest denominations. This is 1000 sheets at 25 
to the quire, (25 netoad of 2 ii was often used). This means 
I* pieces of each denomination on c sheet. Pbore were no backs 
on the lowest denominations. Thus two each (A and B) of each 
denomination were printed on one side of one surface and tile 
other side of the seme surface left blank. The sheet was then 
flipped and reprinted. This created 8 faces on one side 
of the ono surface of the sheet and eight faces on the opposite 
side of the back of the sheet* 

‘Ten breks are needed the becks must be printed at 
the seme time es the face. Thus on th© second sort there were 
two Is, two 2/6, t vo 5 a and two 10 a on on© side of the one 
surface end only the four backs on the other side of the seme 
surface. *ben flipped the becks joined the proper faces* 

Thus Fg and 10 s had two feces each and two becks each but 
we cannot find plate letters on them*

Dear Eric: 


In replying to Tom Fitzgerald, of Vero Beach, 
Fla., I had occasion to refer to your good book on 
the Colonial Currency. He sent me a copy of the 
North Carolina note he had recently acquired which 
did not fit in with any issues you and I had recor- 
ded and frankly, I could not explain it either. He 
advised me that he had shown it to both you and 
Walter Breen and that he had done some checking 
in North Carolina at Raliegh. 

I dug up my original records which, tho not 
as complete as the re-typed copies I gave you when 
you acquired my collection, still contain most of 
the data I compiled. In checking these against 
the listings as published in your book I come across 
one error altho frankly, no one unless he was doing 
a complete research on the subject, would ever dis- 
cover. On page 226, issues of July 14, 1760 and 
April 23, 1761, the printer has transposed the 
lists of denominations and amounts of each. There 
may be other similar errors but I for one am not 
about to proof read the entire book. 

The only possibility of anyone ever discovering 
the error would be some collector locating a HHfX 
2s 6d- 3s or 4s note with the date of April 23, 

1761 and not finding it so recorded. He would prob- 
ably write you that he had located an unlisted 
denomination. So, if ever you reprint the book, it 
might be wise to double check and make any nec- 
essary corrections.
